A suit to determine whether 
the St. Louis charter board of 
freeholders has the power to 
place the so-called county offi- 
ces under city control in draft- 
ing a new or revised city char- 
ter was filed in the Missouri 
Supreme Court today. 

Groundwork for the suit was 
laid when the board moved to 
employ the Governmental Re-

Einstein explained that he

in the AEC between the ma- 
jority headed by Chairman 
Lewis L. Strauss and the one-

In Defense of a Ship’s Crew 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

This writer and his wife have on 
three different occasions traveled on 
major Italian Line ships and on a 
good many others. We were greatly 
impressed each time by the efficien- 
cy and courtesy of those who served 
us. That type of service is tra- 
ditional on the seas, of course, but 
the Italians demonstrated it in high 
degree. 

As to the charges of inadequate 
lifeboat drill on the Andrea Doria 
prior to the recent disaster, I have, 
as a passenger, seen many, many 
such inspections. Almost invariably 
the crew's difficulty is to get any 
co-operation from the passengers. 

Crossing the Atlantic by sea is a 
pleasurable experience, for many an 
almost constant round of gaiety. The 
average passenger, looking over the 
broad decks, noting the powerful 
forward drive of a great ship, seems 
to feel, if he thinks of it at all, 
that the necessity of ever using a 
lifeboat is practically nil. The ex- 
tremely small number of accidents 
to passenger ships bears that out. 

As a result, few indeed take a 
lifeboat drill seriously; almost no- 
body seems to really set his mind 
to remembering instructions on 
where to find?tis safety belt, how 
to put it on, at which station to re- 
port in case of need. On the other 
hand, such drills seem to: be re- 
garded by many passengers as rather 
unnecessary and annoying interrup- 
tions of a deck tea party, a shuffle- 
board or bridge game or the like. 

Usually there are wisecracking 
comments by some of the passengers 
around the boats, and pressure on 
the crew to get the business over 
with. That is the sort of atmosphere

Of all the decisions St. Louis county Republi- 
cans will be called upon to make in their party;s 
primary next Tuwesday, none is more importaft 
than this:

It began with 
an intertsive investigation of Mosley’s conduct 
in office after his chief deputy had been shot 
by another deputy at the Sheriff's famous bar- 
becue party of June 1953. Two months later 
the ouster suit was filed and a Special Commis- 
sioner appointed. Ten counts were involved. 

The Special Commissioner conducted public 
hearings at Clayton for 27 days in 1954. In that 
period he heard the testimony of some 347 wit- 
nesses, both for and against Mosley, and ac- 
cepted in evidence 216 exhibits. te 

It was a slow, careful, deliberate process. 
And in November 1954 the Special Commis- 
sioner recommended Mosley be fined $500 and 
reprimanded on two of the 10 counts and be 
required to pay half the court costs. 

The Supreme Court heard arguments of both 
sides—the Sheriff and the state—in January 
1955, and in January 1956 it ordered his ouster. 

In the face of that record, it would be a 
travesty for Mosley to be given a major.party’s 
nomination for’ Sheriff.

With a master of arts degree from 
an outstanding university, 148 col- 
lege hours in my special field, mem- 
bership in Phi Beta Kappa, and a 
number of publications to my credit, 
I have devoted about 20 years to 
teaching—in high schools, colleges 
and elsewhere. 

Aware of the increasing teacher 
shortage in our public schools, I have 
tried to obtain certification trom 
the Missouri State Board of Educa- 
tion. I have, however, encountered 
the most unbelievable obstacles. I 
am told that. I] must take a number 
of education courses, most of which 
I have already had at my own uni- 
versity, in another state. It seems 
that I am deficient in, among other 
things, history of education and 
practice teaching! 

Because I have every intention of 
continuing to teach, even if I must 
start my own tutoring school to do 
so, I am not allowing myself to be 
too much discouraged by the rebuffs 
I have received from the State Board 
of Education. But to me, to my 
teacher husband and son, and to my 
many friends who are teachers it is 
not a little disquieting—not to say 
appalling—that, at this time of des- 
perate shortage, the destinies of our 
children are in the hands, not of 
learned men and women, but of peo- 
ple bent on aggrandizing departments 
of “education’’! 

When will Missouri, as well as 
most of the other states of the Union, 
do something to amend the silly 
irony of the situation’ WHY?

It would be hard to think of a better good- 
will envoy to India than Chief Justice Earl War- 
ren. His acceptance, with the concurrence of the 
President, of an invitation to visit that country 
next month comes therefore as splendid ngws. 

The cancellation of Prime Minister Nehru’s 
projected visit to Washington, on account of 
President Eisenhower's operation, was a setback 
for Indian-American relations Chief Justice 
Warren, both by his personal qualities and by 
his position as the highest judicial officer in 
this country, should go far to make up for that 
unfortunate change of plans 

It will not be lost on the Indian people th 
their guest presided over the court which 
handed down the epochal decision invalidating 
racial discrimination in public schools. 

When Indians and other Asians hear about 
our White Citizens’ Councils, about the closing 
of a university's doors to an Autherine Lucy, or 
similar manifestations of prejudice, they see one 
side of an American national problem now in 
process of being solved. In Chief Justice Warren 
they will see the other side—the conscience, as 
embodied in the highest law of the land, which 
insists that racial discrimination be uprooted 
as rapidly as the necessary social adjustments 
can be made.

Texas Won't Pass the Biscuits 

The country can sit back with a sigh of Piet. 
It has been spared another term in office—any 
office—for W.-Lee (‘Pass the Biscuits, Pappy”) 
O’Daniel, former Governor of Texas and former 
Senator from that great and sometimes un- 
fathomable commonwealth. 

Mr. O'Daniel has been tidily snowed under 
in the Texas Democratic primary for Governor, 
and it is Ralph Yarborough, a former district 
judge, who will have the pleasure of fighting 
it out in the runoff with the candidate who is 
leading the ticket, Senator Price Daniel. 

Mr. O’Daniel first broke upon the national 
consciousness some 18 years ago. He had 
worked as a cowboy, a stenographer, a book- 
keeper and the organizer and president of a 
flour company when he decidéd to introduce 
a little novelty into his life and run for Gov- 
ernor in 1938. Any candidate for chief executive 
of the Lone Star State who can live down the 
disadvantage of having been born in Ohio and 
the downright handicap of having been raised in 
Kansas is a ring-tailed whipsnorter. Such was 
Mr. O’Daniel. 

He had written.many ballads, heard on hill- 
billy radio programs, among them “Sons of the 
Alamo,” “On to Victory, Mr. Roosevelt,” “‘Some- 
one in Heaven Is Thinking of You,” dedicated to 
‘Will Rogers’ widew and not to be confused witk 
“Somebody Up There Likes Me,” which is Rocky 
Graziano; and, inevitably, “Beautiful Texas.” 
The candidate carried these musical treasures 
to the radio personally in his campaign. “I 
talked politics only enough to let them know 
I was a candidate,” he said. “Please Pass the 
Biscuits, Pappy” was another song he used, a 
graceful compliment to his line of business. 

“My platform,” quoth he, “is the Ten Com- 
mandments, my motto the Golden Rule and my 
slogan is less Johnson grass and politicians and 
more smokestacks and business men.” Mr. 
O’Daniel did not. worry much about his pros- 
pects after a radio poll, which he conducted 
himself, brought in 54,499 Jetters for him to four 
against, considerably better odds than Messrs. 
Gallup, Roper, et al have been able to find 
for any candidate before or since. 

And so, as Mr. O’Daniel sits beaten on the 
comeback trail, we will say a grateful goodby 
to all that. His political star flared in days 
when there were no cold wars, no television 
giveaway programs, no rocks, no rolls—a time 
often referred to by the present older genera- 
tion as “the good old days.” 

The younger generation will do well to bear 
him in mind. “Speaking about how much better

everythinkg Was away back when,” it can say 
to its braggart elder, “why don’t you tell us 
some more about Pass the Biscuits, pappy?” 
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A gentle fog of iguity hangs over the 
latest development in/he Stassen-Nixon affair. 
Mr. Stassen's request for a 30-day leave of ab- 
sence can be construed as the first phase of a 
resignation, and therefore as evidence that his 
jig is up. But President Eisenhower's granting 
of the request, without a word of rebuke for 
Mr. Stassen’s anti-Nixon activities, undoubtedly 
will be cited as evidence that the President 
either sympathizes with or at least tolerates 
those activities. 

Whatever the truth may be about the Presi- 
dent's attitude, or about Mr. Stassen's motives 
in proposing a leave, there is little doubt that 
this move relieves Mr. Eisenhower of an~em- 
barrassing problem. His nonconforming, dis- 
armament adviser is now off the team—whether 
temporarily or otherwise the future wi!l tell— 
and thus meets the qualificationg which the 
President set up when, sccoréinghte Press Sec- 
retary Hagerty’s version, d Stassen he 
could work for Gov. Herter as a private citizen, 
but not as a member of the official family. 

In a sense what the President has done is to 
grarit Mr. Stassen a hunting license for the vice 
presidential nomination, but he has omitted to 
stamp it with the great seal of the presidency. 
That is almost like requiring him to use a pea- 
shooter. 

Most of the weight Mr. Stassen could throw 
into the struggle derived from his position as a 
member of the Administration at Cabinet level. 
Now that he is bereft of this advantage, his 
resources would seem to be even less than they 
were last week, when he acquired a most lonely 
eminence on the limb of the anti-Nixon move- 
ment. 

But the whole affair is murky in the extreme 
and it would be a mistake to make absolute 
judgments about it. Maybe Mr. Stassen is only 
the visible front for a movement that will later 
show more power than has yet been manifest. 
Maybe there are new and startling maneuvers 
still to come as a deep-laid plot unfolds. 

As of the moment two things can be said 
with certainty, One is that a furious struggle 
will now take place for some new sign of presi- 
dential preference as to a running mate. The 
other is that if Mr. Stassen does not succeed

Spilling the Sugar Bowl 

Southern sports programs—especially the New 
Orleans Sugar Bowl basketball tournament— 
have become the first victims of Louisiana’s new 
law forbidding participation of Negroes and 
whites in the same contests. St. Louis, Dayton 
and Notre Dame universities on Saturday in- 
formed sponsors of the tournament that their 
teams would not participate next December as 
scheduled. 

It is possible that St. Louis may have a Negro 
in its lineup, but it was admitted in New Orleans 
that the three universities withdrew because 
“the new law denies students regularly enrolled 
and eligible under conference and National In- 
tercollegiate Athletic Association rules the op- 
portunity to represent their schools.” In other 
words, they put principle ahead of the headline 
giamor that.goes with an intersectional tour- 
nament 

This decision followed the announcements by 
the University of Pittsburgh that its football 
team will not again play in the Sugar Bowl, and 
by the University of Wisconsin that it is consid- 
ering cancellation of football games with Louisi- 
ana State University at Madison in 1957 and at 
Baton Rouge in 1958.

After long and not unobserving exposure 
to federal agencies, we have learned that all é6f 
them improvise languages of their own to sup- 
plement the English familiar to the run of men.

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D’Ewart: Not the Man 

When President Eisenhower was beginning his 
convalescence in Denver after his heart attack 
last September, White House Chief of Staff 
Sherman Adams flew west from Washington 
with some executive business. Among the docu- 
ments which he took out was a presidential com- 
mission for the appointment of Wesley A. 
D’Ewart of Montana to be Assistant Secretary 
of the Interior. The President dutifully signed 
and that nomination became one of his very 
first official acts after he was stricken. 

Had Sherman Adams explained all about for- 
mer Congressman D'Ewart's record in the House, 
perhaps the President would not have signed 
the commission. At any rate, it was a case of set- 
ting the fox to guard the chickens. Mr. D’Ewart 
ran against Senator Murray of Montana in 1954, 
and was defeated, in large part, on the conser- 
vation issue. It was in some respects a referen- 
dum on the D’Ewart proposals in Congress to 
open up leads to private exploiters. 

All this was soon the subject of much discus- 
sion and yet when the recess appointment ran 
out with the meeting of the Senate in January, 
the President again sent in Mr. D’Ewart's name. 
Now the Eighty-fourth Congress has adjourned

This year, as in preceding conven- 
tion years, the institution of the na- 
tidnal convention is being denounced 
as the studied labor of hack politicians, 
and the voters are being urged to rid 
the nation once and for all of this 
monstrous device that is undemocratic, 
corrupt, and unreliable. 

There is nothing new in this. Irvin 
S. Cobb characterized the national con- 
vention as representing “more wasted 
energy, more futile, bootless endeavor, 
more useless ex- 
penditures of noise,

Today, however, 
these views have 
considerable popu- 
lar support; a re- 
cent poll showed 
that 73 per cent of 
the voters pre- 
ferred a nation-wide primary to the 
convention. 

National conventions often involve 
compromise. To some, this is a “bad 
word”; yet without it the, nominating 
process would be impossible. Amer- 
icans too often fail to see that political 
issues and controversies must be set- 
tled by debate and compromise or they 
will deteriorate into bitterness and de- 
fection.

Technique in Daily Use 


It is difficult to understand why a 
technique used daily, from the settling 
of labor-management disputes to do- 
mestic differences, is considered ob- 
jectionable in politics. The conven- 
tion, after all, is nothing more than’a 
political arena where the final ad- 
justments have to be made to deter- 
mine an acceptable candidate. 

Conventions have been most useful 
democratic agencies for the peaceful 
transmission of power. Here, perhaps, 
is the unassailable argument for the 
convention, that it succeeds in provid- 
ing for the peaceful and orderly re- 
placing of leadership, the settling of 
differences within the party. and the 
amelioration of factionalism behind 
the leader. In this respect, conven- 
tions, reflecting the maximum degree 
of internal flexibility and adaptability 
in allocating power, resemble constitu- 
tional conventions. 

Rather than being the initiating fac- 
tor in determining leadership, the con- 
vention is the end product, which le- 
gitimizes previous grass-roo: decisions. 
It accepts, confirms, and ratifies dect- 
sions and plebiscites already made and 
agreed upon in state primaries and 
conventions. To date, this is the only 
agency to do this successfully in our 
society. To tamper with so venerable 
an institution is risky. 


Myth No Substitute for Fact 


Herbert Agar wrote in “The People’s 
Choice” that the early congressional 
caucus nominated men of stature, even 
by world standards, while the conven- 
tion has nominated a feeble and “mer- 
itless tribe.” Such a charge does vio- 
lence to the record. 

However much we revere some of 
the early fathers as writers, patriots, 
or thinkers, they were not uniformly 
great Presidents. To classify Lincoln, 
the two Roosevelts, Wilson, Jackson, 
Cleveland and Polk among the “merit- 
less tribe,” as Agar does, is to substi- 
tute myth for fact. 

It is undeniable, except perhaps to 
the die-hards and extremists, that in

vengon the 1952 conventions picked the 


candidates — 
it might be added, who 
could have been overlooked in a dif- 


ferent nominating system. The ¢on- 
vention system is regularly denounced 
on the grounds that it permits the nomi- 
nation of “dark horses” and suppresses: 
the talented.. Walter Bagehot's aphor- 
ism, made in connection with Lincoln's 
nomination, Maat “success in lottery is 
no argument for lotteries,” is now stan- 
dard equipment among those who would 
eliminate the convention system. 

It is, perhaps, worth suggesting that 
“dark horses” are never as haphazard- 
ly chosen as it might appear. Thus: 
Bagehot was mistaken in thinking that 
Lincoln was nominated by accident, for 
in fact his pre-convention campaign 
was carefully organized. 

The convention system is often un- 
favorably compared with the nominat- 
ing system in England in which the 
Prime Minister struggles to the top 
after many years in Parliament In 
the American system, it.is charged, a 
political unknown can emerge almost 
any time. 


Importance of State Governors 


Yet the truth is that the Prime Min- 


<hyer in England is not always the ob- 


‘vious leader while in the United States 
the education of the President begins 
long before convention time. Presiden- 
tial hopefuls have their eyes on the 
office long before they openly declare 
themselves, all the while guiding their 
public acts to that end ; 

It is sald that conventions are not 
representative, but this charge is dis- 
proved, I think, by the fact that Gov- 
ernors play a very large role in the 
nomination. Governors are much 
Closer to the people of their state 
than out-of-state Congressmén are. and 
a candidate who cannot bank on guber- 
natorial support, as Taft and Kefauver 
could not do in 1952; is doomed. 

The presidential preference primary 
is suggested as the panacea which will 
eliminate for all time the iniquities of 
the convention. But if such a nominat- 
ing scheme were adopted, it would 
actually create more problems than it 
could solve. Certainly, it completely 
blurs the distinction between the nom- 
inating process and the election process. 


Questions That Need Answers 


How, when, and by whom would the 
platform be drawn up? What would 
be the relationship between the pres- 
idential and vice presidential candi- 
date? Would the candidates come to 
terms with state “bosses” or organ- 
izations or would they attempt to build 
up a personal national organization” 

With numerous candidates in the 
running, so that any single candidate 
would be unlikely to receive a majority 
of votes, would the voters of the party 
Support a winner who received only a 
plurality—perhaps a plurality constitut- 
ing merely a fraction of the votes? 
What would happen to the independ- 
ent voter who did not register in one 
of the parties” 

Would not the role of the public re- 
lations man, looming large and formid- 
able in the background, cause leader- 
ship to atrophy and party responsibility 
to shrink? Would not the involved 
election machinery rule out 'ast-minute 
candidates? 

The difficulty of answering these 
questions satisfactorily makes the value 
of the primary highly questionable. 

Aside from one or two instances 
that eve friends deplore, the con- 
ventier system has brought forth the 
man of the hour, served the nation 
well and it’s the most colorful conclave 
and democratic nominating agency in 
existence. It should be preserved.

Co-operation, this pioneer tells us, 
believes in competition for excellence, 
not to get things away from each other 
It is not a panacea curing all the ills 
of human relationships—“along with it 
must go the teaching of truth, kindness, 
beauty and industry, and the advan- 
tages that the practice of these virtues 
brings.” 

On his second voyage he learned to 
distrust the domineering state as thé 
hard stepfather of the servile citizen 
His theory of co-operation does not 
lean to government ownership and con 
trol but would preserve private owner! 
Ship and initiative, “cdntrol by consum 
ers, who are everybody, voluntarily or- 
ganized to conduct private business.” 

Himself a man of wealth, he believes 
that capitalism has done its work and 
has seen its day.

City Workers Ignored. 


Reversing its earlier opposi- 
tion to a soil bank, the Admin- 
istration not only pushed its 
inclusion in a second farm bill— 
after the President had vetoed 
the original Democrctic meas- 
ure because of rigid 90 per cent 
of paritybut also provided for 
immediate payments to farmers 
in this election year for taking 
land out of cultivation 

That indicated the political 
dynamite in the farm issue 

The anxiety about farmers 
was not matched so far as low 
and middle income city dwell- 
ers are concerned. The latter 
watched living costs continue 
their steady rise and saw their 
desire for income-tax relief un- 
fulfilled by the Eighty-fourth 
Democratic Congress, despite a 
showing that these groups had 
been overlooked entirely when 
tax favors were granted to big 
individual and corporate taxpay- 
ers in the previous Eighty-third 
Republican Congress. 

Here Congress may have 
failed to catch the mood of a 
segment of our people. Some- 
thing that happened coinciden- 
tally with the approach of the 
end of the Eighty-fourth Con- 
gress dramatized this situation 
which may eventually create an 
unlooked-for issue 

That was release by the Labor 
Department of its latest index 
showing that the cost of living 
had reached an all-time high.

Almost | 


all of Porter’s songs, headed by 
the ‘satiric but entrancing ro- 
mantic waltz, “Wunderbar.” ar

extremely singable. It has a 
shrewdly humorous book by 
Bella and Samuel Spewack 


which adroitly mixes a musical 
version of Shakespeare’s “Tam- 
ing of the Shrew” with the 
backstage feuding and rough- 
house of two hams who were 
,once married to each other but 
are now divorced. 


There is hardly a number in 
it that isn’t a natural, but 
through the first act it seemed 
the opera’s production might be 
muffing some of them. The 
ballet lacked smartness and 
style in the :opening, “Another 
Op’nin’, Another Show,” and in 
“Were Thine That Special 
Face,” in. which masked sup- 
posed beauties in black dance 
dreamily, but which had little 
grace and lilt. 8 


As Lilli Vanessi and Shakes- 
|peare’s virago, Kate, Terry 
Saunders seemed to be trying 
too hard without achieving 
comic force. Her voice wasn't at 
its best in “Wunderbar,” and 
“So in Love’—her delivery was 
on the nasal side — and her 
rowdy musical tirade, “I Hate 
Men,” was something of a dis- 
appointment. The “Why Can't 
You Behave?”.and “Tom, Dick 


or Harry” numbers falling to 
Laurel Shelby and Peter Con- 
low were all right, but struck 


me as not quite as sparkling as 
they might have been. 

The act was paced by the 
completely polished perform- 
ance of Robert Wright as Fred 
Graham (Petruchio) Mr.

Graham's “Where Is 
the Life That Late I Leg?” in 
which Porter's lyrics do” acro- 
batic nip-B%ps to achieve crazy 
rhymes, Was delivered with a 
triumphant comic flourish. The 
amusing staples, “Always True 
to You in My Fashion,” and 
“Brush Up Your Shakespeare,” 
were squeezed expertly for all 
the juice they had by Miss 
Shelby in the first case, and 
Jack Collins and Sonny Sparks, 
as the educated gangsters, in 
the second. Conlow put some 
verve into “Bianca.” As Lilli’s 
big financier fiance, Oliver Cliff 
made a good foil for Wright's

There was no estimate of the 
value of the estate but the por- 
tion set astde for the trust will 
be “substantial,” the  Post- 
Dispatch was told. 

Trustees are her two sons, 
Wallace Herndon Smith, 51 
Pointer lane, Ladue, and Robert 
tjrookings Smith, 5 Picardy 
lane, Ladue, and a daughter,

The will directs the trustees 
to use the income from the 
trust for “the furtherance and 
development ‘of any religious, 
charitable, benevolent, educa- 
tional, hospital, infirmary, scien- 
tific and research purposes in 
the public interest.”

RECORD 27,191 PATIENTS: 
AT BARNES GROUP IN °55 


Barnes Hospital admitted a 
total of 27,191 patients in 1955, 
more than in any previous year, 
the institution’s annual report. 
for 1955 said today. The total | 
was an increase of 6 per cent 
over 1954 and 21 per cent over | 
five years ago. The average stay | 
in hospital was 9.9 days. 

The report of Dr. Fyank R. 
Bradley, administrator, ‘said ap- 
proximately $400,000 of free 
care was given to 1354 patients 
who received a total of 17,415 
days of care.

Professor Emeritus of Law 
at Washington U. Was Hurt 
in Auto Accident. 


Ernest B. Conant, professor 
emeritus of law at Washington 
University, died today at Barnes 
Hospital of complications re- | 
sulting from injuries suffered 
in an automobile accident neat 
St. James, Mo., last May. 

Mr. Conant, 86 years old, had 
received more than 15 blood 
transfusions since he was moved 
June 19 to Barnes from a hos- 
pital in Rolla. He suffered in- 
ternal injuries. 

His wife, 85, was reported in 


serious condition today at 
Barnes with injuries suffered 
in the accident. She. too, has 


been given a number of blood 
transfusions. 

Mr. Conant joined the faculty 
of Washington University in 
1917 and retired in 1935. He 
was ag raduate of Harvard Col- 
lege and Law School, obtaining 
his law degree in 1898. 

He practiced law in Boston 
from 1898 to 1903. Before com- 
ing to Washington University, 
he had taught at the University 
of the Philippines, Washburn 
College, University of Nebraska 
and University of Michigan. 

About 1903 he reecived an 
honorary doctor of laws degree 
but it wasn't until 1952 that he 
officials to inélude it“after his 
name.
